Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-30 and 49 in Paper No. 
8 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 12 January 2001 . These drawings are accepted, 
in view of Amendment A in Paper No. 8. 



3. Claims 45-50 are objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
original application, the Applicant used the number 45 to number claims twice. The 
original application was corrected so that the claims were numbered consecutively from 
1 to 50. Newly amended claims of Paper No. 8 use the number 45 to number claims 
twice. Newly amended claims of Paper No. 8 were corrected so that the claims are 
numbered consecutively from 1 to 50. The Examiner asserts that claim 50 (numbered 
as 49 by the Applicant) was restricted out and withdrawn from examination since it 
belongs to Group II and has since been canceled by the Applicant. Claim 49 
(numbered as 48 by the Applicant) is still pending in the case. Note: Claims 4, 5, 7, 8, 
19, 20, 22, 23, 31-48 and 50 (numbered 4, 5, 7, 8, 19, 20, 22, 23, 31-44, 45, 45, 46, 47 
and 49 by the Applicant) are were cancelled by the Applicant so that only claims 1-3, 6, 



Claim Objections 
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9-18, 21, 24-30 and 49 (claim 49 is labeled as claim 48 by the Applicant in Amendment 
A of Paper No. 8) remain pending. 

The Examiner would like to point out that that pending claim 49 (claim 49 is labeled as 
claim 48 by the Applicant in Amendment A of Paper No. 8) was not amended but 
labeled as withdrawn. Since claim 49 was not amended and claims 1-30 were 
amended to claim a new invention, claims 49 and claims 1-30 are no longer part of the 
same invention. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, 6, 9-18, 21, 24-30, drawn to Test Pattern Generation for a 
Video Display, classified in class 714, subclass 738. 

II. Claim 49, drawn to Method for Manufacturing a Test Circuit to Functionally 
Verify a Circuit, classified in class 716, subclass 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions Group I, Test Pattern Generation for a Video Display, and Group II, Method 
for Manufacturing a Test Circuit to Functionally Verify a Circuit, are unrelated. 
Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions 
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testing a circuit and generating test patterns for a video display are entirely two different 
operations for testing in entirely two different test environments. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
